IJiH naiiii; is Sei'ly, his occu- 
pation is a truck driver, and whether 
the novelist has drawn on him for mat 
ter or uob, he is a singular personage. 
1/ 1 knew him intimately over a score of 
years ago, and his family, which con- 
sisted of a wife, a son wlio liii.s iiecn 
for many years in Buenos Ayri s, .South 
America, and two daiightor.s. Aliiiost

."e<3_Btate of color, and relatiu;^ to a 
bhoice circle of friends antl admirers 
"some episode of his chrchcrcd caroiM'. 
Physically, ho is a fini! siicciriuni of 
. manhood. On an enormous jiair of 
shottlders rests a weli-shaped head with 
a short neck. The face is hronzed by 
exposure, and his huge mustache is 
coal-black and wiry. I'liere is a wild, at 
times savage, glare in tlic iaririi black 
eyes, which are like tlin.s.' uf .;i man ac- 
customed to looking gn-Mi. disiiuici's in 
the mountains and iiraii-ics His j^ait 
..-is peculiar and awkwani, ami he e.x- 
plaina it by saying that until he onter- 
ed Jim Pisk's service as n master of 
teams ho never wore anyihing on bis 
feet but moccasins.

. ter on I joined Fremont's expeditions; 
the (Irst in 1812, up the Flatt rlvt'.r, 
and the other tliaf, went ail the way 
from Xansas to Kort Hiilter, on the 
Sacramento. I'm not going to tell you 
anything about those e.Npeditions, lie- 
cause you've only got to open any his- 
tory of the United States to find out 
all about them. But what you can't 
0nd out in his history i» just this:

.way, ttcross my head, so. Now voii fiiel 
that three inch scar running across my 
Hkalll This is bow I go^ that: When 
tho Texas revolution broke out I was 
the first to volunteer, ami when the 
war on Mexico was declari'd, 1 ■ also 
Tolunteored. I foiiL;ht under /ach 'J'ay- 
lor until after I'.unna Vista, then J 
, was under old Scott, .fust as we were 
storming tho portion of the city of 
Mexico, above Pu(^rto ih.'I iley, a iiitof 
' vihellstruok me on the foot and flnored 
'"'ipift' I felt pretty uncotiifoi'table, and 
groaned so loud that one of my pards 
Asked if I didn't want to be put out of 
, misery. I thought ho was going to 
give me his flask, and so [ brightened 
up. Well, ho began fumbling in his 
cartridge-box— a curious place for a 
flask, it seemed to me. Then he hand- 
.^ed out a solitary cartridge, his last one 
• •■but it was wet and he threw it away. 
After a second or two T. heard him 
mutter: "U — this Inisiness," and la;- 
fore I could give another groan I got 
my skull split open with the Imti of his 
musket. That's what he called putiinir 
mo out of mv misnrr, but he only made 
' it worse, and 1 told mm so after T came 
' out of the hospital.

A GIIOSV STOBY. 

'riie Spook tliat Ilnunts an Ohio 
Farm ISouse. 

A" Cleveland despatch says: — The 
portion of the city known as Wood- 
land hills has lieen very much excited 
for several days over a:i alleu'cd ghost 
that is said to haunt cn oid farm house 
in that neighborhood. Bright r(;d 
lights have flamed up in the windows 
without seeming cau.ie; forms clad in 
while have been seen floating through 
the rooms and unearthly sounds have 
broken u|Jon tlie stillness of the mid- 
night air. Not long since a party ol 
investigators armed thein."ie!ves and 
made a careful search of the house and 
|)r(!miaea. They dug several holes in 
the cellar and discovered about two 
feet below the surface a number of half- 
burned bones and clothing. A silver 
riiiL,' with the letter I) marked on it 
was also found.

The property was sold to a person un- 
known to the neighbors, bui supposed to 
be alawyerresidin^'in thei^iry, .Vnawind 
blowing sounds like those produced by 
blowing into an empty liottle viliratetl 
through the rooms, when a high wind 
is blowing these nounds must necessari- 
ly amount to .-ilirieks.

A. sotiiation has been created by the 
publication in the North Clennan Gazette 
"(Prince Bismarck's ori;.ui) of a aeries of 
lettOrSi dated at Cape J'own, and urging 
Gorm.^ny to annex tho territory hitherto 
ocuupiod by Englaml in .Vfiic.i. There is 
» .Suspicion that the letters were written 
in the imperial chancellory, and are a part 
of the machinery which is especled to 
booui the next Euiperor of Gormimy as a 
foator'father of the colonial enterprise.^. 
The letters are at all events a significant 
sign of the times, and their [jotoiicy has 
bcon cidianced by a loiter in the St. 
J»i)a«0 Gazette. This letter is unsigned, 
but «ic"nes from a roan who ia editorially 
vouched for as a rich and prominent col- 
oniijt. He is an Knu'li-lnmui, and pro- 
fe»sOs the utmo.il lnyaliy to the I'Jnglish 
crown and c institution, luil he says tho 
loyalists in the i).\[r.- I'J.iliiuy utterly dis- 
trust the home goveriinient. lie e.\plains 
thlit the colonial ollice takes only such 
views *>f African allairs as will best suit 
politics in England; that ttte inlcnso 
struggle for maiiueoanee iii.<'Hico is all 
that now agitates the Knglisil cabinet, 
and that the governmenL's indid'ereueo to 
its iiiJlierial duties has residtod in care- 
le.ssness of administration abroad, wliich 
has caused peril not only to the autonomy 
of the colonips, but to the lives of Eng- 
lish rnen and women. The writer con- 
cludt>.«» an eloi]ueiit ap[)eal for i'jiigl lud'a 
proti..t;tiMn to her ivaiulering children by 
aayiutj that it will ie(iiiire but very little 
more to make them seek shelter in the 
urujaof Bismarck, who is at least power- 
ful to defend.

ICisnaai'ck AKain Dvi'cutc<l in 
the Kcichstag;. 

Bkklin, Dec. 15. — A motion was car- 
ried in tho reicliBtag to day, increasing 
the salaries of two olliciala in tho chancel- 
lory. A motion was also made to create 
a second dictatorship in tho ministry for 
foreign affairs, which met with coiinidi^r- 
ablo opposition, Iu tho course of a di;- 
bate, Bismarck spoke in justification of 
its passage. He reminded the house that 
ho was compollod in 1S77 to ask to be re- 
lieved of his functions because of over- 
work and ill-health, lie said ho would 
only bo able to continue iu ofllce by the 
law providing him with substitutes. If 
tho house refused to grant means with 
which to provide the substitutes with suit- 
able coniponaation he must decline to bo 
rciponsiblo for the foreign policy. When 
he declared, on bis oath, that a now post 
was necessary, the refusal of tlie house to 
establish it was a virtual declaration that 
he was either igiK^rant or incapable. 
"After I havo sacrificed my health and 
iny strength," he said, "in the service of 
tho emperor and tho Fatherland, don't, 
refti.se me what is nocossary to the bcEl 
inti'i'ests of tlui service. " 

Coiitiniiiiig liis speech, Bismarck se- 
verely rebuked tho house for seeking to 
prevent him to contiuno his policy. Ho 
said tho threatened action of the house 
rtoulil inako i\oibili::atioii Hllllnl.'e^i5:^^}■, 
even after tho millions that had bemi 
.spent i^heremi. Ilo gave his ollicial hs- 
aiii'iuioo that his present stall" was in- 
adotjuato, adding that a refusal to comply 
with his request would only embitter his 
hfe. 

Vtdlmar insinuated that oflicial oaths 
were worthleiii, as alreaily proved in law 
courts. This statement excited a great 
uproar and protests, and calls for order 
were made. 

Bismarck protested against such treat- 
ment, and claimed that he should be treated 
with the decency prevailing in educated 
society. 

A motion to create a socond directorship 
was then put to a vote, and lost by Hi) ayes 
to 141 nays,

OUt hearing of the Zoiuilcs, uuil so I caiiui 
down to see thum. In 181T a band of abnut 
250 Wurtenibur;^ Cienuans hindcd in 
Philadelphia. Tiny wli o uiidur ibo lead 
of a man named Pimler, who ipytais lo 
have bci;u a remarkable character. J^^y 
beloQgL'd to sect knownas "SuiianUitiU," 
who acknowledge no othtr authoritv 
whatever than Jesus Chriat, and hekl all 
things in common. It it clear that 
they had uo very hapv/ 'i"^*^- °f 
in the falhorliuul. In Thiladelphia 
they found a man who had 5/ JO acres oi 
land out hcic to sell. He asked them 
$lij,OUU for it, and as thuy waatcd to got 
us far away from everybody as possible, 
they scraped all their money together and 
bought it. Only diree ot tbo-e who 
made the trip over the uioinitaiu.s are uow 
alive. When the colony arrived here no 
monuv was left and "llioy were about 
broken down. The tir.st lid iiif done was 
to build a big brick bouse for Pimler, 
with walls twenty-lwo inclie.s Ibick, which 
is known all the country round as the 
palace. Then they went lo work clearing 
off the wood, building hou.-;e!i and shopH 
of all kiud.s, untd tlu'V covdd bomt that 
not one thing ncces.sary in tbeir simple lif« 
did they buy. 

If the world had let Zoar alone, Pinilci 
and his followers would have been lmi)py. 
But the country round about theui tiUeii 
up. The boys and girls who have been 
taught only German in the little villaga 
school, hi\t\ to learu English, while soma 
of Ihein showed a desire to get out of tlio 
hum-drum li'.tle village, where they could 
look forward to a broader life. Even in 
their rather slupivl crainiuuis contacl with 
neighhord has bad its elfect, and the old 
Zoariles mournfully told uio that Ihinjf.i 
are going ti ihe bud. Zoar is uol what it 
■usetllo .e, but it in interesting zvuw uow. 

Pimler"s idea was to isolaio the colony 
from any one else. So woolcQ inills wero 
built, a llour-iuill, a smithy, uud among 
the men were always meclmaics of differ- 
;ent trades. lie iutciinledto keep his rank.'i 
full by additions from home, but after 
the first lot of arrivals in ItiU he gave 
that scheme up uml introihired instead 
marriage, which up lo that time had boon 
forbidden. His associated, or rather serv- 
ants, seemed to take bis orders without 
quostioa For a time lie tried taking 
Ainerlcaas, but the Zcurite.s found that 
they were too restive to be good foi 
much, so that in late yeur^ 
their numbers have been kept up 
almost entirely by births. The set- 
tlement has numbered as high as 800, but 
to day there are not over 93«, and they aro 
'slowly duoreaslng. While Piu.ler lived 
ho was the government; he settled all the 
disputes, held the money, picked out hoyi 
to marry the girls, and preached in church 
'On Sundav. ft was a nice iime that Pimlei 
ihad. The religion that ho taught them 
was simple enough. They were to acknowl- 
edge no other authority oiitsid« of theii 
own magistrates, than the bible. The 
former, since his death, have consisted ol 
three " trustees, " elected for three yey,rs, 
subordinate to a coniinlttec of live, which 
meets only occasionally, and the " trustees '• 
really have things their own way. 

Before his taking oft, he prepared a con 
Btitution which i.o carefully kept froui 
public view, and by whicli lliis little re- 
ipublic is governed. His chief feature i.5 
•that so long as three of the .soinuty keep 
itogether the property is indivisible. In 
-!the courts some of the discontented onea 
have tried to have it divided, but it baa 
•been settled that thi.'s can not be dona 
while three hold out. In 1858 Plmlei 
died. For a good many weeks little else 
:was heard In the Vilhigo save the click ol 
the wooden tboes of the people as they 
went slowly about their task.s. Now the 
oldest mon'sil around their h'uses at night 
•and mourn for him. Une of the trustoea 
lives in the ])alace, but Pinder'.-^ rooms are 
not disturbed. \\'hile the children are 
taught both German and Knglish, nothing 
Is spoken ninoiig themselves .-ave the for- 
mer. So far is this curried that some of 
the young men have forgotten how to 
apeak Englisj. One of them, a sly cbap, 
told me that he hoped to ho trustee some' 
time, and it was good policy to pretend 
not to like Englisli. 

This is the way lliey live. No one has 
any money except the easliier, Jie is one 
of the trustees. iSvery thing that la raised 
is brought to them and put into the store- 
.house. No one sells a cent's worth but 
.these same trustees. Once a year a man i;? 
"sent to Philadelphia to buy the annual 
supplies. "They are displayeil In a largi! 
store, tended by two of the youiiu 
men. if one wants a shot-lacing u 
bedstead, o'- a bushel of corn, no 
icalter what, he goes to n tru.stee and get.* 
an order. The trustees take care that lu; 
one overdraws his hiir allowance. If a 
young couple conclude to marry, a justicfi 
18 called in, the trustees assign them a 
house, and they liegiii to draw their .sup 
plies from the store. I'erhap.s they hnvu 
a baby. The trustees give lui onler for a 
cradle, if none of the old ones happen lo 
be out of use at the liniu. When a dejitb 
occui's the carpenter makes the sanie kiiid 
of a woodci. cotlin that the Zoariles have 
always used, and they bury him in 
the little gravtyaid with a wooden cros.i 
at his head. As 1 said aljovo, while l-'im- 
ler lived he preached to them. Since then 
they have had his old sermons read and re- 
read In turn, so that, if any of IJiem ever 
stopped to figure it up, he could tell to a 
day just when the turn of each would 
come. But on Sunday not more than hall 
the village is out to the trim brick church. 
' I went to one of their services. It was 
really touching to hear the old Qennan 
songs, and those hard-headed, gray- 
haired men listening lo the remarks that 

■ Pimler made to some of them lifty 3'ears 
ago. They saj' no laiiiisters now <:oaic nil 
to him, and bewail the iiiLliliereace of the 
youngsters. 

This sounds like the story of a gloomy 
.'place. Soil would lie to most p(,'ople, 
yot they seem to be happ.y. M. sunset, 
. the 100 cows are driven home from jiast-
